
From the Desk of the President: Election Edition

This time of year is somewhat bittersweet for 
me because as the excitement of graduation builds, 
the realization that my days as SGA President are 
coming to an end is more evident each day as the 
campaign flyers go up. As my term winds down, 
this would seem the perfect time to talk about the 
accomplishments, successes and challenges of my 
administration. 

In April of 20 1 1 , one of my first projects as SGA 
President was a workshop with a program called 
College for Every Student. I connected with a 
representative from the program, and SGA and 
other student leaders in the SLE program hosted a 
group of high school students for a workshop at 
SJC. We provided lunch, a Common Hour event, a 
campus tour, and a leadership assessment 
workshop for the students to help with the 
transition from high school to college. 

Over the summer, SGA and C.A.B. attended a 
leadership conference where we found some great 
speakers, musicians, and comedians to bring back 
to campus for events. We also participated in 
community service projects during our weekend at 
the conference, and we learned about valuable 
leadership tools to help us run the Student 
Government. 

Also over the summer, I spent my days in the 
Student Life Office creating an Orientation 
Facebook group, and “friending”, over 100 
freshmen so they could be invited to the group to 
ask the staff and Orientation Leaders any questions 
they might have. 

SGA plays a major role in Orientation, and Vice 
President Lizzy Fiorella was an amazing 
Orientation Chairperson. She and I worked in the 
Student Life Office planning and buying 
decorations for the event. Director of Student 
Activities Jaime Vacca-Hoefner and I 
choreographed the OL presentation for the 
freshmen with the help of C.A.B. Coordinator 
Danielle Endes. Dozens of Orientation Leaders 
worked tirelessly to put that day together under the 
leadership of the Student Life Staff and Student 
Government. 

In September, SGA worked with C.A.B. to plan 
the Club Fair and Club HopStop to give students

the opportunity to leam about and join the different 
clubs on campus. With an idea from Lizzy and 
members of Senate, SGA created the BYE Books 
Facebook page where students could buy or sell 
textbooks to each other as an alternative to using 
the Internet or the bookstore. We planned an entire 
Senate workshop where we explained each form 
needed for clubs to plan events on campus. We also 
brought the speaker who inspired Free Hug Day 
on our campus. 

In October, I hosted a Presidential Forum with 
Sister Elizabeth at which we both spoke about and 
answered question regarding our plans for the 
college. SGA also sponsored a Comedy Night 
featuring Ryan Clauson who had spoken on 
campus the previous semester about body language 
and relationships. 

In November, I created the Campus Smoke-Free 
Policy Committee consisting of students, faculty, 
and administration to discuss the smoking issue on 
campus. That committee came to the compromise 
of moving the smoking areas to more effective 
locations on campus and getting them clearly 
labeled. Then after monitoring them for some time, 
it would decide if further action was needed in 
regards to smoke regulation. 

December brought about the- usual Holiday 
Festivities. SGA and C.A.B. were in charge of 
decorating the campus and the tree in the Tuohy 
Hallway. C.A.B. did a spectacular job putting 
together the Holiday Festival while SGA Vice 
President Lizzy Fiorella was in charge of 
collecting, naming, and coordinating club baskets. 
SGA and C.A.B also helped host the Home for the 
Holidays party where Alumni come back to SJC 
for Christmas. 

SGA met over the winter break to plan and 
prepare for the current semester. We put together a 
Spring Senate workshop with the help of the 
Student Life Staff to make the forms even easier 
for clubs to fill out. We created event packets so 
clubs wouldn’t have to worry about missing 
paperwork. 

Most recently, SGA sponsored National Wear 
Red Day where everyone wore red to support heart 
health awareness. Currently, we are busy planning 
our next events and projects. I have met with the 
head of the plant staff, and we are in the process 
of moving and labeling the smoking areas on 
campus. SGA will host our third annual Talent 



Show on March 1st, and the end of the year Formal 
has already been booked. We are always keeping 
busy and looking for new ways to benefit the 
college. 

A position on Student Government is an honor, 
and while there are many benefits to having a 
leadership position, it is anything but easy. I 
wanted to write this column so that people can see 
exactly what SGA is doing. I want you to be aware 



of the events we have, the money we raise, and the 
areas of the campus that we are responsible for. I 
encourage everyone to vote in the elections 
because it takes a great deal of courage to run, and 
.all the candidates need support. Running the 
Student Government is a huge responsibility, but I 
am confident that I will be leaving it in the hands 
of a very capable SGA 20 12-20 13.

It’s election season at St. Joseph’s 
again, and this year the ballots are filled 
with candidates.

Other ideas include his 1-2-3 Smok- 
ing Plan, and the Renovation of St. An- 
gela Hall and Touhy Lounge. Robert 
believes that “with the proper plans and 
meetings and with a decent push from 
the SGA, the Administration will come 
to the table and compromise with us on 
a good solid plan to renovate.” His 
Smoking Plan involves labeling smok- 
ing areas: “1st smoking area: down the 
handicap ramp in front of MCE; 2nd 
area: Tuohy Hall, same as it is now; 3rd 
area: the old entrance to SAH.” Robert 
also plans on changing ID cards, mak- 
ing them more useful and modem. 
Lastly, he proposes that there be an on- 
campus book flea market each semester 
to help students with book costs. 
Robert clearly has thought extensively 
on what he thinks will benefit the col- 
lege, and is determined to bring change 
to the campus as SGA President.
